SECRET’S OUT 


Plan to replace hospitals on ‘super’ site overheard on train

Outrage has greeted the news that 
secret plans are being drawn up to 
close Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals and replace them with an 800 - 
bed “super hospital” in Sutton. 

The hugely embarrassing leak, 
just weeks before the general elec¬ 
tion, came after health consultants 
were overhead discussing the pro¬ 
posals on a train. 

It is also just three weeks since 
chief executive Daniel Elkeles as¬ 
sured this newspaper that accident 
and emergency (A&E), maternity 
and children’s services would be 
safe on both sites for the next five 
years. 

He said in March: “All the talk 
about Epsom and St Helier need¬ 
ing to lose their services has gone 


away. People don’t have to worry 
in the next few years about putting 
out the placards.” 

The trust, which described the 
leak as “dissapointing”, insisted 
that its assurances about the next 
five years remain, but it has to de¬ 
velop a plan for the ageing hospi¬ 
tals for the coming decades, prior 
to which there would be extensive 
public consultations. 

By Tuesday lunchtime the outgo¬ 
ing Secretary of State for Health, 
who is expected to remain in post 
should the Conservatives win the 
election, issued a statement say¬ 
ing: “The Conservative Party does¬ 
n’t support these plans and 
wouldn’t implement them in 
government.” 

The other political parties also 
expressed their anger, and yester¬ 
day morning protesters gathered 
outside Epsom Hospital to make 
clear their determination to fight 


for its future. 

The BBC, which broke the story, 
said the trust had commissioned 
the consultants to “build a new 
super hospital for the area” on the 
former Sutton Hospital site, some 
of which has just been sold to Sut¬ 
ton Council to build a school. 

It is understood this is the “pre¬ 
ferred option”. 

The other options mentioned 
were building a new hospital at St 
Helier and rebuilding Epsom 
Hospital. 

According to the BBC, one of the 
consultants on the train was heard 
to say they were “making 
progress” with Mr Elkeles on the 
plans. 

It said: “One of them [the consul¬ 
tants] said ‘I had a brief discussion 
with Daniel afterwards’. He said he 
felt pretty good about the meeting. 

“We are making good progress.” 

The consultants were also 


overheard discussing details about 
plans for a new A&E, what it 
would be called and what services 
it should provide. 

Last month, Mr Elkeles told the 
Epsom Guardian the trust had 
been given the green light to move 
towards semi-independent founda¬ 
tion trust (FT) status, as part of its 
new five-year strategy. 

He admitted another review of 
hospital services across south west 
London could take place after the 
general election “because the 
problem it is trying to solve has 
not gone away”. 

This week Mr Elkeles declined to 
speak to this newspaper because it 
is “in the run-up to the election”, 
but released a statement through 
the trust.

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Hospital leaked plans ‘disgrace’

Epsom and St Helier hospitals 
behaved “disgracefully” in not 
revealing leaked plans to re¬ 
place both sites with a “super 
hospital” and will face a chal¬ 
lenge to rebuild the public’s 
trust. 

These were the views of 
campaigners and politicians 
after leaked plans for a new 
800-bed “super hospital” 
emerged on Monday. 

Chris Grayling, standing for 
re-election as Epsom’s Con¬ 
servative MP, said: “This latest 
study is quite simply the 


wrong thing to do now and it 
should not have happened. 

“After making reassuring 
noises about the future a few 
weeks ago the trust leadership 
now has a real confidence re¬ 
building job ahead of it.” 

Sheila Carlson, Labour’s 
parliamentary candi¬ 
date, said it was “total¬ 
ly disingenuous” of 
Mr Elkeles, pictured, 
not to mention the 
plans when this 
newspaper inter¬ 
viewed him three 
weeks ago. 

She said: “If you want to call 
it lying, call it lying. 

“If he’s saying ‘All the plac¬ 
ards can be put away now’

then he’s got another think 
coming.” 

Liberal Democrat parlia¬ 
mentary candidate 
Stephen Gee said he 
found the trust’s be¬ 
haviour “disgraceful”. 
He said: “Having made 
an announcement a few 
weeks ago that the hospi¬ 
tals would be safe for an¬ 
other five years it seems 
rather disingenuous as, be¬ 
hind closed doors, we learn 
they are planning on closure 


or building a super-hospital.” 

Independent parliamentary 
candidate Gareth Harfoot 
said: “A new hospital is no bad 
thing, but not at the cost of 
closing existing facilities that 
it might not even be adequate¬ 
ly replacing.” 

Fellow independent parlia¬ 
mentary candidate Lionel 
Blackman called for “com¬ 
plete transparency”. 

He said: “The public who 
pay the wages of NHS execu¬ 
tives and their consultants are 
entitled to know their long¬ 
term ideas, even if they are 
only tentative. For such infor¬ 
mation, if true, to become 
public purely by chance shows 
the contempt the public are 


held in by NHS bosses.” 

Robert Leach, UKIP’s par¬ 
liamentary candidate, said: 
“Residents are fed-up with the 
uncertainty, it’s demoralising 
for staff.” 

Green Party parliamentary 
candidate Susan McGrath op¬ 
posed the leaked plans and 
said “super hospitals tend to 
be intimidating”.

for the next five years remain 
completely unchanged. 

“Our five-year strategy to 
keep all our sites where they 
are remains the same; our 
plan to keep our A&E and ma¬ 
ternity services 
open at our two 
biggest sites re¬ 
main the same. 
“All of the com¬ 
mitments we 
made publicly 
two-and-a-half 
weeks ago re¬ 
main the same. 
“But we have to 
think beyond 
2020, and as ev¬ 
eryone who has 
visited our hospi¬ 
tals will know, we 
need to devel¬ 
op a plan 
to 


keep our hospital buildings fit 
for the future. 

Some of our buildings were 
constructed in the 1930s, and 
their age is beginning to show. 

We remain determined to 
sort this out over the longer 
term - over the next 10 to 20 
years. 

“Reports suggesting any 
change is just around the cor¬ 
ner are way off the mark. As 
people will be aware, we need

swers, we will ensure our pa¬ 
tients, staff and the public 
hear about it properly and can 
have their say.

A farmer reunited a missing 
barn owl with her delighted 
owner at the weekend. 

The “beautiful” owl, named 
Florence, or Flo for short, was 
sighted at a farm near the Shy 
Horse pub in Malden Rushett 
on Saturday afternoon. The 
owl disappeared from West 
Street, Epsom, on Wednesday. 

Epsom resident John 
Brown, who launched a miss¬ 
ing owl appeal through this 
newspaper on behalf of his fa¬ 
ther-in-law, thanked everyone 
who helped to bring her back. 

Mr Brown said the farmer 
phoned the bird register who 
contacted his father-in-law 
and Flo was picked up from 
the farm that afternoon. 

He said: “She was perched 
and I think the bird register 
chap coaxed her down. We are 
very happy to have her back 
and she’s getting lots of spe¬ 
cial treats, which tend to be 
mice. 

“A big thanks to the people 
involved in bringing her 
back.” 

Mr Brown said his father-in- 
law bought the owl when she 
was just a chick and she lives 
in a very large enclosure at his 
garden in West Hill. 

He said: “It’s an enormous 
space for a single bird. She’s 
flown by my father-in-law 
every day. I don’t think there’s 
anything you can do if they 
take up and leave. It’s an inter¬ 
esting dynamic between the 
owner and bird.” 

His father-in-law now plans 
to put a tag on Flo so that he

or taking and destroying their 


can pick up radar signals and 
follow her if she flies away 
again. 

Mr Brown said Flo is three 
years old and it is not uncom¬ 
mon for owls to take flight and 
not come back at that age. 

He said: “It’s one of the 
things that happen at that age. 
She spots another barn owl or 
just wants to have a look 
around.” 


Historically, the barn owl 
was Britain’s most common 
owl species, but 
today only one 
farm in 75 has a 
barn owl nest.

Headteacher sacked 


The headteacher of Non¬ 
such High School for Girls 
has been sacked for “unpro¬ 
fessional and inappropriate 
conduct” as well as “serious 
breaches” in applying safe¬ 
guarding procedures. 

Peter Gale’s contract with 
the school was terminated 
by the Ewell Road, Cheam, 
school’s governing body, it 
was announced yesterday. 

In a letter from Tony 
Hyams-Parish, chairman of 
the governing body, he 
wrote: “The governing body 
has terminated Peter Gale’s 
employment at Nonsuch 
High School for Girls due to 
serious breaches in applying 
safeguarding procedures 
and instances of unprofes¬ 
sional and inappropriate 
conduct. 

“As you can imagine, this 
was not an easy decision, es¬ 


pecially because we recog¬ 
nise that since Peter’s ap¬ 
pointment there have been 
many positive changes with¬ 
in the school led by Peter 
and the senior leadership 
team. 

“However, the governing 
body and staff take their 
safeguarding responsibili¬ 
ties towards students very 
seriously and, importantly, 
any breaches of safeguard¬ 
ing procedures, and have 
therefore acted promptly to 
address these matters.” 

Carol Dickie, the school’s 
bursar said pupils’ educa¬ 
tion would be unaffected by 
the sacking. 

The school will soon start 
the process of searching for, 
and recruiting, a new head¬ 
teacher and, in the interim, 
deputy head Tracey Hartley 
will fill the position.

The battle for political power 


in Epsom and Ewell has 
begun with the list of people 
standing in the council elec¬ 
tions published last week.

(RA) councillors have had 


majority control of Epsom 
and Ewell Council for more 
than 70 years - it is one of the 
few councils in the country 
not dominated by the main 
political parties.

In the outgoing council, 
there were 23 RA councillors, 
six Liberal Democrat council¬ 
lors, three Labour members 
and three Conservatives. 

The Residents’ Association 
and other parties are putting 
forward another raft of can¬ 
didates, but there are no 
UKIP candidates and only 
one Green Party hopeful. 

Councillors are elected 
every four years and each 
ward has three councillors, 
apart from Auriol ward, 
which has just two. 

In the last council, all the 
Labour members represent¬ 
ed Court ward, while the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats had seats in 
College, Town and Stamford 
wards. The Conservatives 
had seats in Stoneleigh and 
Ruxley wards.

Improve the Junction

“Lives will be lost” unless 
changes are made on a road 
where four cars crashed in two 
separate accidents last week. 

That is the stark warning from 
Mark Ayling, of Greville Park 
Road, Ashtead, who spoke out 
about the dangers of the road 
after a crash last Monday, only to 
come home three days later to 
find a car with “very serious 
frontal damage”, with a police 
car stationed behind it. 

Two cars had crashed near to 
the same spot where another car 
flipped after colliding with a 
vehicle last Monday afternoon 
and one man had to be taken to 
hospital. 

One of the vehicles in the first 
incident ending up careering 
through Mr Ayling’s fence. 

In February, a man was treated 
for head injuries after a Volkswa¬ 
gen and Peugeot crashed at the 
same location. 

Mr Ayling, who has lived in the 
street since 2007, said Thursday’s 
crash was the fifth or sixth acci¬ 
dent to happen at the same junc¬ 
tion since he has lived there and 
he believes traffic calming mea-

suresmust be introduced. 

He said in each case, a car fails 
to give way from Park Road and 
collides with another vehicle in 
Greville Park Road, with the cars 
ending up on the pavement and 
causing damage to people’s 
property or street furniture. 

Monday’s crash was the second 
time a car had ended up taking 
down Mr Ayling’s fence. 

He said: “That junction is par¬ 
ticularly unclear. There’s a give 
way sign and lines. 

“The sign was covered by 
foliage for quite a long time. 

“A resident cut down the 
foliage after the February 13 


accident. The lines are unclear. 

“Greville Park Road is used by 
parents and schoolchildren as a 
thoroughfare to Downsend and 
Barnett Wood Infant schools. 

“It has only been by sheer luck 
a pedestrian has not been killed. 
My fear is that sooner or later 
lives will be lost.” 

An Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “We have been 
contacted about Greville Park 
Road and are going to look at the 
junction. We will then discuss 
this site with our colleagues in 
the Surrey safety team and the 
police to see if anything needs to 
be done.”

Arson suspect released 


Petition is launched to 
stop one-way road plan

A man who was arrested for 
arson after a huge blaze at a 
derelict building will have no 
further action taken against 
him, police have said. 

Flames ripped through 
Acer House, in East Street, 
Epsom, just after 2am on 
Thursday, February 19. 

No one was hurt or injured 
in the incident, but Terri 
Stockley-Hetherington, who 
witnessed the blaze, said she 
had “never seen fire ravage 
anything so quickly”. 

A 54-year-old man was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of arson 
shortly after the fire. 

Police said the man has 
been “released with no fur¬ 
ther action being taken 
against him” in relation to 
the fire. 

The blaze on February 19 
was the second time in less 
than a week the building had 
been hit by fire. 

Just days before, on 


February 14, police were 
called to a large rubbish fire 
by the side of Acer House. 

Following the first fire, 
Surrey Police said a man in 
his 50s was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of arson. 

It is understood he was not 
charged. 

Surrey Police would not 
confirm whether the same 
man was arrested in relation 
to both fires. 

The empty building was 
sold last March by Surrey 
and Borders Partnership 
NHS Trust, which provides 
specialist mental health, 
drug and alcohol and learn¬ 
ing disabilities services. 

The trust had used it as a 
base for its community 
teams. 

In December, planning per¬ 
mission was granted for the 
demolition of Acer House 
and the erection of a three- 
storey block of flats.

Turning a residential road 
into a one-way street would 
double its traffic and have dire 
safety consequences, resi¬ 
dents have warned. 

People in Temple Road, 
Epsom, are petitioning 
against the road being con¬ 
verted into a one-way system 
with neighbouring Hook 
Road. 

Surrey County Council 
(SCC) is looking into the possi¬ 
bility of creating a one-way 
system and has earmarked 
£10,000 for a feasibility study. 

But Temple Road resident 
Joesph Tufo said: “If the one¬ 
way scheme gets the go-ahead 
it will cause misery for the 
church, nursery, elderly care 
home, local school and the 
recreation ground with a dou¬ 
bling of traffic volume. 

“The current parking provi¬ 
sion in Temple Road is too 
dense and dangerous, making 
it impossible to see any on¬ 
coming vehicles when you 
drive into the road. 

“This was evident in 
February, when a car was re¬ 
versing out of a driveway and 
the emergency services had to 


be called.” 

Charity Sunnybank Trust 
and a nursery group are based 
at St Barnabas Church, in 
Temple Road. 

Epsom Primary School and 
Court recreation ground are 
also located nearby. 

An SCC spokesman said: 
“We have received comments 
asking us to look into making 
Temple Road a one-way 
system. 

“We need to conduct a de¬ 
tailed study to see if this 


would be feasible and what 
measures would need to be in¬ 
troduced, but this is some¬ 
thing we are looking into.” 

Mr Tufo called for traffic 
calming measures and said 
the existing road layout, in¬ 
volving alternate parking bays 
on both sides, is unsuitable for 
one-way traffic. 

At a committee meeting at 
Bourne Hall in Ewell last 
month, borough Councillor 
Neil Dallen asked for humps 
or chicanes to be introduced 


to stop speeding “before a fa¬ 
tality occurs”. 

In response, an SCC officer 
said it introduced parking 
bays on alternate sides of the 
road to slow traffic down some 
time ago, and that no injuries 
have been recorded since 2011. 

The officer said: “It would 
not be considered a high prior¬ 
ity for further traffic-calming 
measures.”

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Tackling food issues

A mother of a boy who devel¬ 
oped anorexia at the age of 
eight has launched a campaign 
to tackle the disorder’s cause in 
youngsters. 

Susannah Hebdon Moore, 43, of 
Epsom, had anorexia herself 
when she was younger and said 
she still has a “residual eating 
disorder” today. 

Because she had suffered from 
anorexia, she was able to spot the 
signs in her son James (not his 
real name), who is now 10, when 
he started cutting many food 
types out of his diet and exercis¬ 
ing excessively. 

Mrs Hebdon Moore said: “My 
son spent a good majority of last 
year dealing with early onset 
anorexia. 

“It’s not something I thought I 
would have to re-visit with my 
son, but it happens. He had my 
genes. 

“But he felt an awful lot of 
pressure at school. He felt he 
wasn’t achieving. 

“With anorexia, boys usually 
start to build themselves up and 
became very muscley and over¬ 
exercising, which becomes ob¬ 
sessional behaviour. 

“This nine-year-old was doing 
pull-ups and push-ups and lifting 
weights and if we intervened all 
hell broke loose.” 

Mrs Hebdon Moore said her 
son is now much better, thanks 
to a mixture of therapy, advice 
from dieticians, and the help the 
family received from a nearby 
eating disorder clinic. 

Following her son’s battle, she 


has launched Body Marvellous - 
a campaign to raise awareness of 
childhood anorexia. She has al¬ 
ready written articles on the sub¬ 
ject and would like to hold 
workshops in schools for parents 
and teachers. 

“Low self-esteem is so preva¬ 
lent these days in our youngsters 
because of high expectations,” 
she said. 

“The issue is social media, the 
celebrity culture. 

“It contributes to a chronic 
lack of low self-esteem. 

“But healthy diets and food 
presented as ‘good’ and ‘bad’ 
can cause real damage too. 

“Children come away from 
school with this idea that some 
food is bad and they should 
therefore never eat it. 

“My son started cutting out 
whole food groups. 


“Parents and teachers need to 
know what’s going on.” 

Mrs Hebdon Moore said the 
food revolution that has taken 
place in school canteens in the 
past decade may have gone too 
far into unintended territory and 
stressed that schools “need to 
teach moderation in all things”. 

She said: “Healthy eating in 
schools has gone almost com¬ 
pletely the other way. Children 
develop these issues with not eat¬ 
ing and end up with eating disor¬ 
ders. 

“My son picked up from school 
that eating fats and sugar was 
bad, so he cut it out completely. 
He was so restrictive in what he 
would eat. 

“I know for a fact other parents 
feel schools need to know what 
they are teaching the children is 
not necessarily helpful.” 



A man suspected to be suffering 
from drug poisoning was rushed 
to hospital after police were 
called to an Epsom home.

On May 7, a potential 77,000 
voters will head to the polling 
stations to elect Epsom and 
Ewell’s next MP. 

Traditionally regarded as a 
safe Conservative seat, Tory 
Chris Grayling has been the 
MP since 2001. 

In the 2010 general election, 
Mr Grayling won more than 
56 per cent of the vote and 
close to 31,000 votes. 

The Liberal Democrats came 


second, winning just under 
27 per cent of the vote and 
close to 15,000 votes ; 
while Labour were 
third with almost 12 per

There was a 2.1 per 
cent swing from Conserva¬ 
tive to Liberal Democrat in the 
constituency.

Young trees need watering 


As chairman of the Epsom and 
Ewell Tree Advisory Board I 
would like to place on record the 
board’s thanks to Councillor 
Michael Arthur of Ewell ward 
for his decisive intervention in a 
planning enforcement issue that 
has vexed the board for ages. 

It is several years since we in¬ 
formed the council that several 
silver birch trees that were 
planted in the grounds of the 
Corner House flats develop¬ 
ment, at the junction of Wind¬ 
mill Lane and Epsom Road, as 
part of a landscaping condition, 
had died through a lack of wa¬ 
tering during their first crucial 
summer. 

Despite initial efforts by the 
council’s planning enforcement 
office to secure replacements, 
which the developer was legally 
obliged to institute, the board

He banned prisoners having 
books sent in. He has stripped 
people of their basic rights to a 
fair hearing by slashing legal 
aid. This even applies to victims 
of domestic violence. 

Prisons are now hugely over¬ 
capacity and also chronically 
under-staffed. 

Mr Grayling has jeopardised 
public safety by dismantling and 


availability of low cost recycled 
paper and the complication in¬ 
volved in making changes to 
complex apparatus that is well 
into its serviceable life, a rather 
different picture begins to 
emerge. What we can say as we 
move forwards, a proper regard 
will continue to be shown to the 
need for economy in the way we 
deliver the service to our 
customers.”

A new study has now found that 
having a good supermarket near¬ 
by is also an important factor 
homebuyers are now looking for, 
and living near an upmarket store 
could boost the value of your 
house by over 30 per cent. 

Research by Lloyds Bank found 
that a home that is situated with¬ 
in easy reach of a supermarket 
will cost on average seven per 
cent more that one situated in an¬ 
other area of the same town. This 
works out at an average of 
£15,331 more. 

There are many different super¬ 
markets though, and the study 
found that some have a much big¬ 
ger impact on the price of a house 
than others do. 

Waitrose topped the list, with 
buyers happy to pay an average of 
12 per cent more to live near one 
-the equivalent of £38,831 more. 

Sainsbury's was also a popular 
option and was seen to boost the 
price of a property by approxi¬ 
mately 10 per cent or £24,507. 

Being located near a Tesco in¬ 
creased the value of a house 
by an average of eight per cent - 
the equivalent of £17,124. 

Surprisingly, being close to a 
Marks & Spencer only adds seven 
per cent to a property's value, 
even though it tends to be consid¬ 
ered as an upmarket store. A Co¬

PROPERTY INVESTMENT UPDATE 


EPSOM PROPERTY MARKET - TURNING MORE EUROPEAN EVERYDAY? 


I was having an interesting conversation 
with a solicitor earlier this week, 
when the subject of a lack of property 
for first time buyers came into the 
conversation. I followed the chat up 
with an email with my findings, findings 
which I would like to share with you today 

At the time of the last census in 2011, there 
are 3,401,675 properties in England that 
were privately rented, of which it is estimated, 
were owned by over 1.25 million private 
landlords. The rapid growth of buy-to-let is 
hugely controversial, especially as only ten 
years before that, there were only 1,798,864 
properties under private rental in England. 
It could be argued that Buy to Let landlords 
have been held responsible for forcing up 
property prices and preventing our younger 
generations from being able to buy. There is 
also growing resentment toward the billions 
of pounds in tax relief (estimated to be nearly 
£10 billion) landlords claim on their mortgage 
interest relief not available to homeowners. 

They may be asset rich thanks to recently 
rising property values, but let us not make 
the landlords the scapegoats for the 
situation. Despite all these benefits enjoyed 


by private landlords, let us not forget the 
good they have done, especially in Epsom. 

Property values today in Epsom are only 
16.9% above the 2007 property boom levels 
(2007 being the peak of the last property 
boom before everything dropped in 2008/9), 
yet inflation has risen by 26% in the same time 
frame, so in real terms, properties today are 
9.1% CHEAPER than they were in 2007. Just 
think how low they would be without landlords 
buying all those rental properties in the city. 
Interest rates are at an all time low and first 
time buyers only need to save a £9,000 
deposit to secure a lovely 1 bed apartment 
around Worcester Park/Stoneleigh areas with 
a 95% mortgage. Forget what the papers 
say, first time buyers can borrow money 
relatively easily on a 95% mortgage and nine 
times out of ten, it’s cheaper to buy than rent. 

So here is the question 

why aren’t people buying? 

The number of people choosing to rent, 
either for lifestyle or economic reasons, has 
grown over the last 15 years. I also believe 
they will continue to grow for some time to 
come (as does every report on the subject). 
In fact I would go as far to predict the number 
of rental properties in Epsom and Ewell 


will have risen from the 4,320 properties 
recorded in 2011 to 5,950 by 2021. Sound 
fanciful? Well in 2001, there were only 
2,400 privately rented properties in Epsom. 

It is a fact that we as a Country are more and 
more turning into a European model when it 
comes to homeownership, where the norm is 
renting for the first ten years, as opposed to 
the norm from the 1960’s to 1990’s, where 
first time buyers were encouraged to buy 
as soon as they left school and got a job. 

Tenants, in particular, will also feel the benefit 
from potential changes in the market. The 
likelihood of interest rate increases in late 
2015, existing economicconditions, combined 
with the uncertainty of new Government 
manifestos following the General Election in 
May could dampen demand to buy, yet also 
quell increases in rent. As long as landlords 
buy the right sort of property, that allows for 
a reasonable yield and/or decent capital 
growth, everyone will be a winner. If you would 
like to have a conversation about what would 
make the best sort of Buy to Let property 
that would offer good returns in Epsom, then 
please email me on ian@directresidential.
